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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 5-9, 11-19, 21, 24-30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art does 
not teach nor render obvious an apparatus for directly coupling a motherboard to a radio 
frequency module board that has a spring cage and barrel connection surrounding a 
ground line wherein a ground connection from the spring cage and a ground connection 
from the barrel are each coupled to a surface co-planar waveguide ground on their 
motherboard and radio frequency module board; neither does it have a spring cage and 
a barrel wherein the spring cage and barrel transfer the ground signal to a surface co- 
planar waveguide ground and then to the ground plane of the motherboard and the 
ground plane of the radio frequency module card through vias; nor does it have a 
method that has the step of coupling a ground connection from the ground shield cage 
and ground shield barrel to a surface co-planar waveguide ground.
